A meeting of tho School Board was held, 
yesterday evening, Chairman Huyward, 
presiding. Tho Trustees present were 
Messrs. McKay, McConnan, Richards ami 
Saunders. There was an audience of half- 
a-dozen, composed chielly of applicants for 
the position of principal of the High school, 
or other appointments in the gift of the 
Hoard, all of whom appeared to watch the 
proceedings with apprehension. 

Tho secretary read tho minutes of last 
meeting, which sot forth that Trustee 
Richards left the room at a particular stage 
of tho proceedings. 

Trustee Richards objected to this entry, 
saying that it was the first occasion on 
which he had known of such a course to lie 
taken. The entry was evidently made with 
some intent — whatever that intent might 
ho. The secretary had, he charged, ex- 
ceeded his duty. 

The Secretary: It makes no difference 
whether it appears or nut, so far as tho 
minutes are concerned. 

After sonio discussion, tho entry was 
struck out, and tho miuutes were duly 
signed. 

Trustee Richards rose to a (jucstion of 
privilege, and at once got down to worl 
He quoted from the chairman's remarks as 
reported in I lie CoXOKIST, on the 1st inst., 
in refeiTcnce to the insurance policy taker, 
out in the Union Co., in which it was stated 
"that there were grave uoubta whether the 
policy was issued on the 3rd Nov." lie 
continued by saying that a letter had ap- 
peared in the same newspaper on the Hid 
mat., which he hail every reason to believe 
had emanated from tho chairman — alleging 
that "the Finance committee had never 
met, and therefore the Union policy could 
not have been authorized," and that Trustee 
McLaughlin and he had "arrogated to them- 
selves the power of tho whole committee, 
putting money in pocket by it." "You ae- 
cusce me of telling this Board a deliberate 
lie." 

The Chairman — 1 did not. 
Trustee Richards— You did. You accused 
me of entering into a conspiracy on the 
meeting of the 3rd Nov., and that for the 
purpose of putting money in my pocket. 
These statements I denounce as false, and 
as black as the father of 'leg himself. You 
were aware before coming to the meeting of 
the Hist Dec. th.it the policy had been 
issued on the 3rd Nov. 

Tho Chairman — I was told so, but I do 
not believe all I am told . 

Trustee Richards— And perhaps people 
don't believe all you say. You had heard 
from the Inspector of the Board of Under- 
writers that it was issued on the 3rd. 

The Chairman — He told me that ho could 
not say iho date upon which it bad been 
issued. 

Trustee Richards — Well, his oath is as 
good as your word at any time. I have his 
affidavit here, and I'll read it to you. 
(Affidavit read, stating that the policy in 
the Union Assurance company for $1(1,1)00 
had been issued on Nov. 3rd, for the school 
building. ) 

The Chairman explained that with the 
secretary lie had called upon the insurance 
inspector, and had been informed by that 
gentleman that the date of the issuance of 
the policy could not be given, not being 
shown on his books. 

Trustee Richards— I say such statements 
as those to which I have reference are false 
and cowardly. You came here and stated 
that Mr. McLaughlin and I bud entered 
into a conspiracy. You were trying to run 
away with our characters, and the man who 
.would do that is the worst kind of a thief. 

The Chairman repeated his explanation as 
to the result of his enquiries from the in- 
spector of insurance, Mr. Elliott 

The secretary confirmed tho chairman's 
account of the interview with Air. Elliott. 

Trustee Richards said that the entry was 
the third on the inspector's books. 

The Chairman — Yes, but he could not 
give us the date of it. Ho told us that the 
insurance people would bring down the 
policies in batches. 

Trustee Saunders asked Mr. Richards if 
he might see tho affidavit of the inspector 
of insurance. 

Trustee Richards—] have read it, Mr. 
Saunders (putting the document into his 
pocket). 

The Chairman — You say that Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin stf.ted on that evening (November 
3rd) that this policy hud been issued. 1 
never heard him, and I don't know of any 
member of the Board who did. The wliol 
circumstances connected with it were 
peculiar. Mr. McLaughlin stood up at the 
meeting and said that he had received a 
bill, but that he did not know what it wan 
for, or where it came from. This was it, 
and you say that, it passed the Finance 
committee that day. 
Trustee Saunders— I remember that. 
Tho Chairman — You had no authority to 
pass that. You are not tho Finance com- 
mittee. I say again that you did put 
money in your pocket by it as the agent of 
the company. 

Trustee Richards accused Trustee Mc- 
Connan of furnishing supplies to the public 
schools and of benefitting thereby. 

'Trustee McConnan admitted that on one 
occasion he had supplied u small parcel 
valued at S4. 

Trustee Richards next accused the chair- 
man of benefitting by work done in the 
public schools. 

The Chairman indignantly denied the 
accusation. 

Trustee Richards said he would substan- 
tiate the statement. He proceeded to say 
that certain work was to bo done in the 
Central school, for which arrangements had 
been made with another man. After this, 
the chairman put his own men in to do tho 
work and the others were put, away. 

The Chairman explained that the men 
were not his employes, nor had he profitted 
one cent by the School Board while a mem- 
ber of it. .Some necessary work bad to be 
done, and immediately, and seeing that it 
was not in hand lie called upon Messrs. 
MoKillican & Anderson to have it done, the 
principal of the tchool having pointed out 
tho urgency of the work. 

Trustee Richards then went over his 
giouutbj of complaint, and uaked tho chair- 



man to retract the inference that he bad 
been guilty of conspiracy and falsehood. 

The Chairman said he had nothing to re- 
tract. 

Trustee Richards— I stato that tho policy 
wus issued on the 3rd of November, and 
signed by mo on that date. You say that it 
was not and that I conspired with Trustee 
McLaughlin. 

Tho Chairman— I have already answered 
you. I will not retract anything I have 
said. 

Trustee Richards— You have stated that 
what I said was not, true. Do you retract 
that? 

Tho Chairman — Do you want mo to call 
\ on, point blank, u liar? 

Trustee Richards — I say that I issued 
and signed that policy on the 3rd of Novem- 
ber. Do you believe me? 

Trustee Saunders — Let us go on with the 
business. 

The Chairman— Do you state that the 
policy was fairly and properly issued? 

Trustee Richards — That is what I say, 
and you tell mo — 

Trustees McConnan and Saunders — 
Question, question. 

Trustee Richards — You muy call ques- 
tion ! question ! but I will stand here until 
I get an answer to my question. 

Trustee McConnan failed to see why the 
time of tho Board should bo taken up in dis- 
cussing articles appearing in the Colonist. 

The Chairman— You might as well dis- 
cuss the speech of Mr. Richards, which ap- 
peared in the Times, but which he never 
delivered. 

Trustee Saunders— If that policy were 
issued it should have been submitted to the 
Finance committee. 1 am a member of the 
committee, and it was not shown to me. 

After a good deal of further quarrelsome 
debate, in which Trustee Richards played a 
principal part, Trustee McConnan moved 
for on adjournment, which was seconded by 
Trustee Saunders. 

Again the discussion was renewed and a 
decision arrived at to proceed with business. 

Tho Secretary being called upon to read 
the communications, proceeded to do so, 
and for several minutes thure was a most 
discordant duet between hiH voice and that 
of Trustee Richards, 

Trustee Saunders — Is this meeting Lo lie 
made a farce of ? 

Trustee Richards announced his deter- 
mination to proceed until he got a satisfac- 
tory answer from the chairman. 

The Chairman— Do you think that if you 
keep speaking there for a week you will 
bull-doze me ? 

Trustee Richards— Y T ou can't be bull- 
dozed. ' 

The Chairman asked if it was the wish of 
tho meeting that the business be proceeded 
with, and receiving an affirmative answer, 
said he would enforce tho penal clause of 
tho not to enforce order. Leaving the room 
for a few minutes, he reappeared with Ser- 
geant Hawton. 

Again the Secretary attempted to make 
his voice audible, but it was drowned by 
that of Trustee Richards. 

The Chairman charged the trustee with 
disturbing the meeting, but was mot with 
a long argument in defense. This scene 
was repeated half a dozen times. The 
sergeant whispered appealingly to the trus- 
tee to avoid the disagreeable experience of 
forcible removal. 

Finally the business of tho board 
was proceeded with, and legal opinion 
was reud to the efl'ect that Trustee Richards 
was not acting illegally in writing an in- 
surance policy for the s;hool property. 

Several applications were read tor the 
position of Principal of the High School and 
assistant, which were deferred. 

The monthly report showed that there 
were 1,554 pupils iu attendance during the 
month. The average daily attendance was 
1,277.09, the average per teacher being 
53. CO. 

A number of bills were handed in, but 
their consideration was deferred till next 
meeting. 

The heating apparatus of the Cenrtal 
schools being complained of, the subject was 
referred to Mr. McKay, 

The meeting adjourned until next Tues- 
day evening.

PlTTKIiUUO, Pa., .Jan. 12.— The law and 
Order League |Avill, to-day, serve 100 war- 
rants for the arrest of all newspaper em- 
ployes, news-agents, carriers and employes 
of the Union News Co., who sell the Sunday 
news paper on the Sabbath day. The 
action is brought under the "Blue Laws" of 
1701. Tho proprietors of the Sunday news- 
papers will take the matter to the Supreme 
Court. Tho Law and Order League is 
thinking of proceeding against the proprie- 
tors of Sunday newspapers under the same 
act. 

■turned lo (he Water's Kline. 

San Francisco, Jan. 12. — The steamer 
Australia, which arrived from Honolulu at 
11 o'clock this morning, reports that the 
whaling bark John P. West was burned to 
the water's edge, on the 5th inst., off Dia- 
mond Head, Honolulu. The crew were all 
saved. 

Plenty of Seals. 

Port Townskxd, Jan. 12. — Vessels arriv- 
ing from Cape Flattery report that, the 
water is covered with fur seal. Th<3 animals 
appear to be more plentiful this year than 
for many seasons past. 

Ten JIlllloriH or a Blow Dp. 

New York, Jan. 14. — A tall man stood 
at the corner of Twenty-fifth street and 
Sixth avenue at ,'i o'clock this morning 
haranguing a small crowd of all-nighters. 
He kept shouting that unless Mr. Flanigan, 
of Flanigan it May, brewers, gave him 810,- 
000,000 he would blow their brewery up in 
a minute, lie said his uumo was Henry 
Irving. " Flanigan ruined my business, and 
he must pay me or I'll kill him," be said. 
"I owned a big saloon and had lots ef 
money, but he took it all away, and unless 
he gives me §10,000,000 I'll blow up his 
brewery." Ho told the justice he was the 
champion 118-pound fighter of the world. 

Mortuary Increase In .New York. 

New York, Jan. 12. — Twelve deaths 
from La Grippe woro reported to day, and 
the total number of deaths reported is 170, 
which, compared with 134 of yesterday, is 
a somewhat alarming increase.

A Clerical Hypocrite. 

London*, Jan. 12. — As a passenger train 
ivas noaring Tainworth, last night, a lady 
named Mrs. Siddals was seen standing on 
the footboard of one of tho carriages, gesti- 
culating wildly with one hand while she 
hung on with the other. Then she suddenly 
jumped to the ground and sustained serious 
injuries. When the woman was restored to 
consciousness she was able to make certain 
statements, which led to the arrest of a 
preacher, Rev. Mr. (Joodall, who had occu- 
pied the same compartment on the train a., 
sho had done. The woman is believed to bo 
dying. 

Clonic Bitters' Troubles. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 12. — Mr. Edmund Leamy, 
M.P. for Sligo, who presided at u meeting, 
to-day, of the League, in this city, made a 
number of serious charges against the anti- 
Parnellites. Among other things, ho said 
that agreements wero said to exist by 
which members of the McCarthy faction 
were assured of comfortable offices when- 
ever Home Rule should be declared, if the 
change of Government should come about 
through their aid. Leamy declared that as 
for himself he would prefer the misrule of 
the present Dublin Castle officials to that 
of a crowd of office hunters, whoso characters 
would be of the worst. These remarks 
being reported to the McCarthyitei 
have aroused the latter to the 
highest pitch of indignation. Two 
prominent anti Tarnellites who were spoken 
io to-night, declare that Leamy would if 
possible be compelled to give names in sup- 
port of his assertions, and that then a libel 
action] would be begun at once, when 
Leamy's statements would be disproved in 
a court of law. The Parnellites privately 
allege, whether they believe it or not, that 
Tim Healy has in his possession a written 
guarantee of the Irish Lord Chancellorship 
with an Irish Peerage under the title of 
Viscount Healy in case the McCarthyites 
are the winning faction when the Liberals 
come into power. 

The < li 1 1 la ii rollllcul Prisoners. 

London, Jan. 12. — The Times correspond- 
ent in Chili, says that Mr. Egan has sent 
four of his "guilty proteges" on board the 
U. S. Steamer Yorktown, and that all the 
political prisoners will be liberated in a 
week. 

Dublin Corporation anil the Boynt Wedding 

Dublin, Jan. 11. — The meeting of the 
Dublin corporation, to-day, at whish the 
question of adopting an address to the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of Clarence, on the occasion of the 
Dukes approaching marriage was debuted, 
was remarkable for the moderate tone 
which characterized the discussion. 

It was reported that "while the occasion 
of the duke's marriage elicits our hearty 
good wishes, the council does not feel justi- 
fied, while exceptional laws are applied to 
Ireland, in presenting an address." 

The supporters of the resolution repudi- 
ated any idea of disloyalty, and expressed 
tlie hope that when the unjust, exceptional, 
coercive laws now applied to Ireland should 
be repealed and the request for a national 
parliament acceded to, addresses of con- 
gratulation might bo presented from Ireland. 

A Timid dynamiter, 

LONDON, Jan. 12. — A fnllly loaded bomb, 
such as the anarchists are supposed to take 
an interest in, having a fuse attached to it, 
was found to-day, beneath a bush in the 
Parliament field, Highgate. Not far from 
the bomb a burned match was discovered. 
It is supposed that the bomb was placed 
where it was found, by some anar- 
chists desirous of experimenting on 
the explosive force of the instrument of 
destruction. The experiment is judged to 
have been abortive, owing to the timidity of 
the operator, who was desirous of witness- 
ing its explosive power. He is supposed to 
have struck the match, attempted to ignite 
the fuse and then to have taken to his heels 
at the first mutter, and to have been afraid 
tu return and examine his explosive pro- 
perty. 

Failure ol an Italian Hunk. 

Roue, Jan. 12. — The Feniz Bank has 
failed for several millions of lire. Consider- 
able excitement is prevailing, as the bank 
has been considered one of the most solvent 
in Italy, and among the depositors were 
many leading business firms. The full ex- 
tent of the failure is, as yet, uncertain, but 
an investigation is being held. Signer 
Fencz has disappeared, and the authorities 
are inquiring for him in alll directions. It, 
is rumored that he has gone to Africa. 

Itrlllsli Occupation Advocated. 

Cairo, Jan. 12. — Tho Moyod, a powerful 
paper published in Cairo, which has hither- 
to been opposed to British occupation in 
ISgypt, now declares that it is grateful for 
the peace and order that pie vails under 
British inlluences, and expresses a hope that 
the occupation will be prolonged. 

Continental Influence* In Egypt. 

London, Jan. 12. — A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says that foreign influences, 
emanating from French and Russian 
sonrces, have been brought to bear upon 
the Sultan, to induce him not to confirm 
Abbas in the succession to his father, the 
Khedive. The German ambassador, Do 
Radowitz, urged His Majesty to issue bis 
edict promptly, pointing out that prompt 
action would be regarded by Abbas and bis 
supporters with favor, whereas delay would 
alienate and provoke the young man, who, 
sustained by the British, would inevitably 
become ruler of Egypt. The Sultan 
listened to this advice and issued 
the edict so suddenly that thn opposition 
was taken by surprise. The French endea- 
vored to cover their surprise by President 
Carnot's message to the Sultan. It appears 
the young Khedive had been warned from 



Vienna and London to avoid Stntubnul, and 
that was the reason that he took pussage by 
tho way of Trieste. He, himself, is said to 
hiivo expressed tho determination, on hear- 
ing of his father's death, not to fall like his 
grandfather! into the hands of tho Porte. It 
is reported that had Abbas gone to Constan- 
tinople ho would have been detained until 
ho had fully complied with all the demands 
of the Sultan.

Feathered ami Four Footed Friends 
Now to bo Scon at tho 
New Market. 



Something About, the " Heu Fever 
A Fine Exhibition of Dosrs 
aud To ul try- 



A writer in a well-known American 
magazine, himself an enthusiastic friend of 
the feathered race, lias recently mtulo a 
careful study of that peculiar epidemic 
known to fame us tho " hen fever," and has 
given to tho world the results of his inves- 
tigation. Ho says that just about the 
time that tho "forty-niners" were rushing 
West to the Promised Land, the fever, 
which spread as rapidly as the gold craze, 
broke out in Roxbury, Mass., through a 
chance visit made by a certain doctor to 
Mr. George P. Burnham. Mr. Burnham 
had been breeding poultry for his own 
Amusement for years before that, but only 
from the common stock of the country—- 
what used to be called barn-door fowls. 
The doctor, however, by crossing with im- 
ported stock, succeeded in producing many 
new breeds, among othors the now cele- 
brated Plymouth ttocks. To nuke a lung 
atory short, the result of tliis visit re- 
ferred to was the " first Exhibition of 
Fancy Poultry of the United States," which 
was hold in Boston in November, 1840. 
Crowds from nil parts of the country visited 
the show, for tho epidemic has spread far 
■and wide. Among the visitors wus Luniel 
Webster, who was recognized in the crowi 
and called upon for a speech, but who rulci 
that the cocks and buns, the geese and th 
ducks bad the lloor, and lie could not be 
hoard. 

The show was a groat success, financially, 
ridiculous prices being asked and paid for 
all sorts of nondescripts, and the fever 
•jrew more virulent than ever. Mr. Burn- 
ham next imported some Cochin-Chin is, 
tlireet from England, and their arrival in 
Now York created almost as groat a furore 
as Jenny Lind'a. The press of tho day 
went into ecstasies over the ungainly look- 
ing creatures, aud .Mr. Burnham'd house 
was daily besiege .1 hymen, 
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being probably the only man who benefitted 
by it. The results of the "lien fever," how- 
ever lingered in the system of the American 
people, and afti r a time worked good out of 
evil. One indirect result is now to be seen 
at the new market laid. ling on Cormorant 
afreet — the fourth annual exhibition of the 
3!. O. Poultry, Dog and Pet Stock Associa- 
tion, which opened yesterday morning and 
is, to day, in full running order. 

It seems natural to combine the show of 
poultry ami the show of dogs, and the 
combination is decidedly attractive. There 
are over 400 fowls holding possession of 
three large rooms on the Cormorant street 
side of tho gallery, and making the air 
musical with their ceaseless chatter 
and cackle. Besides these, pigeons, a few can- 
aries, Guinea pigs and Guinea lions, rabbits, 
and marmosets come in for their share of 
attention in the department sacred to pets. 
Of dogs, there are between lot) and 200, 
both groat and small, but all aristocratic, 
blue-blooded animals. The cur of low 
degree is conspicuously somewhere else. 
Tho show, taking everything into considera- 
tion, gives evidence of hard work on the 
part of the society, and well merits public 
patronage. 

The poultry exhibit proves, to those who 
can remember the chicken yards of a 
quarter of a century ago, what wonders the 
fanciers have accomplished through patient 
perseverance. The fowls of the old days 
were neither beautiful nor profitable Those 
of to-day, if properly managed, are both 
profitable and picturesque. Looking over 
the representative birds in tho exhibition 
now running, it is almost impossible to 
believe that the hulT Cochin-Chinas, the 
Games, the Hamburgs, the Wyandot tos, the 
Dorkings, tho Houdans, and the hundred 
and one other varieties come ftom a common 
stock — although the naturalists do say 
so. At the Victoria show, all the 
large Asiatic varieties are well represented, 
notably the English favorites, the Cochin- 
Chinas, and tho American leghorns. Lang- 
shuns, too, come out strong, and tho ban- 
tams anti-other small denizens of the yard, 
fill in the crevices and make the show com- 
plete. Among the exhibitors, Mr. .J. M. 
Garrison, of Oregon, and Mr. Riley, of 
North Bend, have brought Jtbeir pets far- 
thest, and have in return the satisfaction of 
seeing them hold their own well with the 
local beauties put in by Dr. Walkem, Dr. 
Milne, Mr. Flett and the others without 
whom a British Columbia poultry show 
would be a flat failure. There is nothing 
remarkable in tho list of pets— it is in the 
poultry that the judge (Mr. V. VV. Hitch- 
cock, of Grccnleaf, Kuusas,) lias bis WOlk 
cutout. His labors commence ibis morn- 
ing, and under the head of poultry, more 
will very possibly be said in these columns, 
to-morrow. 

The person who s. looted the dogs' 
quarters evidently hail the convenience of 
tho visitor, but not the health or comfort 
of the unfortunate exhibits at heart. The 
canine beauties are distributed around the 
gallery, attached to the ruiling 
which prevents tin; thoughtless pro- 
tumbling down into the 
pleudid arrangement for the 
be seen, but a colder, more 
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them do not fall victims to pneumonia 
before the show is over. Sp irting dogs are 
in tho majority, the setters making 
tho strongest showing, numerically, of 
fthy class. Almost all of the 
Irish and English setters have pedigrees 
stretching back to the famous "Elcho" or his 
rivals, but the best dogs, by virtue of des- 
cent, are not in all oases the best, by any 
means. Among the Irish beauties is "Ire- 
land," whose owner values him at 81,000, 
and who would excite admiration any where. 
"Lulu G." scorns to bo queen in public 
favor among the English setters, and one 
has only to become acquainted with her to 
endorse the popular verdict. She is indeed 
a beauty, and her owner, Mr, Oscar Jones, 
of Seattle, nitty count upon her winning high 
honors before her career is closed. Lulu is 
number 11,410 in the A.K.C.S.B., aud made 



her debut on the bench lust week, at Seattle, 
whore sho was a first prize winner. A com- 
mon fault of the setters shown appears to 
be the thickness of lips, w hich fanciers aay 
will have much to do with Jwr. Roberts' de- 
cisions, to-day. 

The royal family of Cordons also occupy 
a prominent place ami put forward severul 
noticeable members, not the least handsome 
among which is ,T. Modioli's celebrated 
bitch "Nun," from Los Angeles, a prize 
winner wherever she has entered during the 
past four years. Local breeders are in no 
way behind, however, in the quality of 
their exhibits. 

In curly coated English retrievers Mr. 
Goo. Richardson shows a quartette of hand- 
some boasts, that would be bard to beat on 
points anywhere; Mr. Webb, of North 
Bend, exhibits a bull dog par excellence, 
with a face like a bad tempered prize 
fighter and a pedigree as long as tho name 
of a Russian general. The only Irish water 
spaniel in the building is a good one, and 
Capt. Ogilvio's rising family of inustiffs 
occupy the band stand with honor to them- 
selves and to their position of eminence. 
A pair of well marked Clumber spaniels, 
in the pink of condition, solemnly wag their 
tails at tho words of praise accorded 
them, or jealously watch visitors who 
stop to admire their next door 
neighbors, a family of pugs, put in by Mr. 
Pranek, and huddled under their blanket to 
keep warm. The London pug has a credit- 
able champion in the famous "Dander," 
who is Hanked on the left by a small army 
of fox terriers, both smooth and wire haired, 
both classes having some good dogs. The 
black and tans, as weil us the greyhounds, 
make up in quality what they are deficient 
in - number. 

Bedlington terriers, skyo terriers, and 
terriers of other kinds, tome in for their 
share of attention, nor must the cocker 
spaniels, of which there is an uncommonly 
good showing, bo •forgotten. Among the 
black cockers, a noticeable individual is 
Eva May, Dr. Milne's recent importation 
from the East, and a pot with a long string 
of ancestors known to fame. 

Very big dogs are not a feature of the 
exhibition, but in this category comes the 
highest price animal in the show — Master 
IS, Rithet's smooth-coated St. Bernard 
"Titania," valued at $2,000. Mr. Cunning- 
ham lends the exhibition a fine rough- 
coated St. Bernard bitch, and Mr. S. Matson 
put in her ton, a promising dog, who 
answers to the name of "Leo." The Great 
Danes are not over this year. A Russian 
bloodhound, a noble Newfoundland, a Mex- 
ican hairless terrier, and a few other 
"miscellaneous" dogs, but not mongrels, 
complete tho list, and give it plenty of 
variety. The dogs, us well as the poultry, 
will bo judged today, the expert upon \\ horn 
the work falls being Mr. S. A. Roberts, of 
London, Out., a gentleman fully competent 
for the task. 

The exhibition remains open to-day and 
to-morrow, during which special attractions 
u ill be provided, ami during which, every 
lover of dogs and poultry should make it a 
point to attend.

Incendiary Circulars In JffW Vnrk. 
NEW York, Jan. U.— A World's cable 
from Berlin says : " Much excitement was 
•aused hero, on Saturday morning, by a 
man standing on one of tho principal cor- 
ners distributing circulars that proved to 
bo of rather a sensational character. For 
BOm<3 time ho was undisturbed. Finally, 
however, after ho had been at this work 
fully an hour the police swooped down on 
him and took him and his printed matter to 
the station house. It was found that these 
circulars were made up of petitions to the 
Emperor to dispose of Caprivi and restore 
Bismarck to ottico. Tho first appeal was a 
moderate and respectful one, but it was suc- 
ceeded l>y another slightly more urgent in 
its., demand, and this was followed by a suc- 
cession, which grew in intensity until iho 
final and sixth separate appeal was bristling 
all over with treason, threats, forecasts of 
horrible- consequences and a variety of other 
incendiary inducements for Ilia Majesty to 
change tho course of events as they are 
now. The police believe that, the man is a 
crank simply; but they aro on a vigorous 
hunt after the printer who setup and struck 
olf the circulars." 

British Interest nntl Influence I" Chilean 
Mailers. 

Washington, Jan. 11. — Whether Great 
Britain is, or is not, using her influence 
with Chili to bring about a satisfactory set- 
tlement of tho Baltimore outrage is yot a mat- 
ter of speculation; but there are abundant 
evidences that she is showing tho deepest 
interest in the preparations for war 
which our country has been making. Out- 
naval officers have not failed to discover 
that two naval attaches of the British lega- 
tion in this city- Captains W. II. Way, 
and C. C. Lungley— have been watching 
every movement of the Navy Department, 
since the talk of war with Chili tirst com- 
menced. What these officers have learned 
has, of onurse, been duly communicated 
to the home Government, and tho reports 
have doubtless been tho means 
of convincing the British authorities that 
tho United States is in sober earnest in 
demanding reparation. It is noticeable to 
those who have watched the development of 
the Chilian controversy, that the English 
' influences In the direction of peace com- 
menced just after the naval attaches be- 
gan familiarizing themselves with our naval 
activity. These attaches have made per- 
sonal visits to different places throughout 
the country where work on war materials 
is in progress. Only a few days ago, Capt. 
Langloy visited the Mare Island Yard and 
the Union Iron Works, at San Francisco, to 
see what truth there was in the rumors of 
hurried work on the coast defences, the 
Monterey and other vessels. Upon 
his return, a day or two ago, 
he told his friends he had been 
on a few daye' pleasure trip to New 
York, but this did not deceive some of the 
naval ollicers here. Capt. Lungley is too 
well known to the officers on duty on the 
slope to conceal his identity, and bo hud 
not been in San Francisco many hours, bo- 
fore his presence and the object of his mis- 
sion became known to the officials. There 
can be no doubt that be discovered that the 
reports of great activity in the work on the 
Monterey were not exaggerated, and it is 
to be presumed that he lost no time in in- 
forming his Government of what a formid- 
able craft she will be when finished. 

I'anncefote Iinnl>Ic to See Rlalne. 

Washington, Jan. II.— Secretary Blaine 
was at the State Department a short time, 
this morning. Tho British Minister called 
on him to talk over Behring Sea matters, 
but tho Secretary bad left the Department. 
Secretary Blaine and Secretary Tracy called 
on the President, and the three remained 
in a consultation some time. Secretary 
Blaine again called at the White House, at 
■4 o'clock, and remained some lime with the 
President. 

Tun Press on the l^ynllnn Situation. 

St. PETEitsniiKit, Jan. II. — The Novosti 
recommends that there he a solidarity 
union between Russia and France to meet 
the union of England and the Dreibund on 
the Egyptian question. It declares that 
the legitimacy of the British occupation 
must never bo admitted. 

Berlin, Jan. II.— The Kruse Zeitung 
thinks Kngland will be compelled either to 
join the dreibund or to open negotiations 
with France, looking to a joint control of 
Egypt. 

Vienna, Jan. 11. — The Neu Freie Prcssc 
says: "Egypt's present weighty affairs have 
required the extension of British, occupation 
of the country." Le Soleil, commenting on 
the Egyptian situation, says: "France be- 
ing alone in opposition to England, it is 
more than probable the government can do 
nothing whatever in regard to Egypt, espe- 
cially as Turkey is certain to back out with- 
out difficulty." The Journal ties Debats 
denies that, the minority and youth of Abbas 
Pasha justify the pretensions of England to 
continue the occupation of Egypt, and says: 
14 Europe cannot abdicate the right to inter- 
fere in Egypt, nor resign the necessary 
power into the hands of the Knglish. 
France will never accept such a position." 

Euan mill die ICcitlKCCtl. 

Valparaiso, Jan. 11. — Chilian Minister 
Montt, at Washington City, has sent his 
Government a dispatch to the effect that, 
while fully aware that- the United Stales 
could not demand a nalvo conduclo for the 
refugees in the American legation, still he 
advised that they be allowed to leave the 
country, as a concession to tho United 
States. Jose Carreru, one of the refugees 
escorted from Santiago to Valparaiso, by 
Minister Egan, was to have sailed for the 
north on the German steamer Ahydos, but, 
on reflection, decided not to tlo so. He is 
afraid he might be taken oil' by the Chilean 
Government at some northern port, so he 
remains on the Yorktown, which will land 
him ami W illiam uud Juan McKenna at a 
Peruvian port. The British warship 
Warspite has arrived here. 

I'lilie, Chinese Senre. 

Seattle. Jan. 12.— Deputy Collector of 
Customs D. A. McKenzie says with refer- 
ence to the report that a large number of 
contraband Chinese were seen in North 
Seattle, on Sunday night: "I don't be- 
lieve there is a grain of truth in the rumor. 
We have hail inspectors out all d iy looking 
into the mutter, and we havo finally run 
the story down to a drunken man who was 
talking around indiseriminately about see- 
ing a lot of Chinamen land, etc. There is 
no danger of any Chineso attempting to 
laud here now for awhile, beoauso tho ex- 
citement which has been worked up will 
make them afraid, Those fellows iu Vic- 
toria who take the contracts for bringing 
them over are also afraid of losing their 
boats. Besides, they don't get any pay if 
tho Chinamen do not get through sufely. 
For this reason alone they would make no 
attornpt to land Chinamen during a time of

Anll'CblttCke Aellntlon. 

New YORK, Jan. 11.— The Central Labor 
Union, at a largely attended meeting yester- 
day, in view of the fact that the act prohib- 
iting the landing of Chinese in tho United 
States would expire May 2, 1802, adopted 
the following resolutions : " Believing that 
it is to the interest of our nation that tho 
same law or more ntringent laws should bo 
enacted, as the Chinese are a menace to tho 
American workingmen, degrading the mor- 
als of children and retarding the wheels of 
commerce, and as the Chinese missionary 
societies, highbinders, and Six Companies 
at San Francisco, Cab, are already using 
their influence upon our representatives at 
Washington City, and if their eflortR aro 
successful, this country would be flooded by 
an influx of Chinese, whose only recommen- 
dation is a proclamation to work at such low 
wages that it would lower American labor 
to the lovel of serfdom ; therefore be it re- 
solved, that tho Central Labor Union re- 
quire our present representatives in congress 
to give their support, both by vote and voice, 
to any measure that may bo presented in 
congress leading to the exclusion of the Chi- 
nese ; and that a petition be drawn up with 
suitable resolutions thereon by the eiti/.ena 
of New York and vicinity, and forwarded 
to our representatives in Washington City." 

Cyrus W. Field's Daughter Dcntl. 

New York, Jan. 11. — Grace Field-Liml- 
Iny, tho eldest daughter of Cyrus W. Field, 
died this morning after a lingering illness. 

Archbishop Kcurlck's Coadjutor. 

St. Louts, Jan. 1 1. — A large proportion 
of the Catholic priests of St. Louis met to- 
day, and under the terms of the Baltimoro 
agreement proceeded to choose electors who 
will elect three candidat es for a coadjutor to 
Archbishop Kenrick, These names will bo 
forwarded to Rome for the I'ope's action 
thereon. This step is taken because tho 
priests believe that the interests of tho 
archdiocese are Buffering from lack of aitl for 
the now feeble Archbishop Kenrick.

A BY-LAW 



To Roaulate the Election of tho Mayor 
und Aldermen of the City of Victoria 
for the year 1892. 

WHEREAS it is provided by law that tho 
nomination for Mayor and Aldermen shall 
he held on tho second Monday in January of 
each year from 12 m. to 2 p.m., and the polling", 
if any, on the Thursday following from 8 a.m. 
to 1 p.m., ami it is further provided that tho 
Council shall ill the month of December in each 
year appoint a returning otllccr, ami shall also 
name tho polling place and otherwise arrango 
for tho holding of the coming election, and it is 
further provided that tho polling, if nny, at 
such election shall be had and taken at such 
place or places as the Council shall by by-law 
appoint therefor ; 

BE IT EXACTED by tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows : 

1. The nomination of candidates for tho re- 
spective offices of Mayor and Aldermen of tho 
City of Victoria shall take place at tho City 
Hull in the aforesaid city on Monday, tho 11th 
day of January, 1802. 

2. In ciuea poll shall bo demanded at tho 
election of Mayor the veto of tho electors 
thereon shall bo taken by ballot at tho City 
Hall aforesaid on Thursday, the 14th tiny of 
January aforesaid. 

3. In cn8o a poll shall bo demanded at the 
o'cetion of Aldermen for any ward the vote of 
i ho electors thorcon shall bo taken by ballot on 
i he day aforesaid at tho respective places fol- 
lowing, that is to say : 

For Johnson Street Ward at tho City Hall 
aforosald ; for Yates Street Ward at Humes 
Building, Bastion Square and for James Hay 
Ward ai Storey's Building, northwest corner 
of Government street and Broughton streets 
in the said city. 

4. Tho provisions of tho "Election By-Law,™ 
No. Ilti, passed in the year 1888, and the 
schedules thereto In so far as applicable and 
not inconsistent with this by-law and "Tho 
Municipal Act," shall bo read with and form 
part of this by-law. 

5. William King Bull ia hereby appointed 
the Returning Ollicor at the said elections. 

This by-law may be cited for all purposes as 
tho "Municipal Election By-haw, 1892."

AN ENCOURAGING CHANGE. 

Wo are pleased to see in the lucid report 
of tho City Auditor tho following para- 
graph: — 

"Future Councils must thoroughly under- 
stand that it is utterly impossible, out of 
the ordinary revenue, to band uew streets 
ami keep in order those already made, 
especially as, during the next few years, 
large sums will be required to repair the 
streets along the line of the new sewers. 
Some measures will have to be devised for 
tho opening of new streets, leaving repairs 
only as a charge on current revenue; tiiis 
becomes all the more necessary on account 
of the larne area that has been added tu the 
city during the past year." 

When wo advocated the principle here 
recommended bo strongly by Mr. Ruyniur, 
very few admitted its soundness. But re- 
flection and enquiry have brought many 
round to our view. Tho principle of a 
betterment tax is both equitable and practi- 
cable. It is only fair that the owners of 
property should pay for the improvements 
which greatly enhance its value. When 
the opening of a new street, draining it, and 
providing it with sidewalks and other con- 
veniences make a property desirable and 
add greatly to its value, its owner should 
not complain that he is required to pay his 
fair share of the cost of the improvements 
which benefit him so materially and which 
tend to enrich him. On the other hand, it 
is unfair that the whole body of the rate- 
payers should bear the expense of improve- 
ments which. are a special benefit to htm and 
his immediate neighbors. The fairness of 
the betterment principle must strike every- 
one who is capable of thinking. Its intro- 
duction will cause the improvement of the 
city to be more rapid and more certain. 
When property owners are not compelled 
to beg the City Council to make the improve- 
ments they need, when all that they want 
of the Council is leave to pay for the 
improvements themselves, there will be 
little delay. Tho ready excuse, " We have 
no money," cannot be made, or the other 
equally ready one, " Other parts of the 
•city need improvement more than your 
locality," will have no force. When pro- 
perty owners cannot shift the burden of 
making the improvements on to the 
shoulders of their fellow-citizens who have 
ouly a remote and indirect interest in their 
being made, the City Fathers will be much 
more ready to reclaim tho waste places and 
the ragged edges of the city than they have 
been hitherto. This is a matter which re- 
tpuires immediate attention, and it would 
be well if both electors and candidates 
made it a subject of study. 



A MARK OF CONFIDENCE. 

Those wdio believed that the agitation for 
unrestricted reciprocity lias produced a 
great political change in tho Province of 
Ontario, must have been surprised at the 
result of tho election in North Lanark. 
The advocates of unrestricted reciprocity 
have had to help them the dissatisfac- 
tion which was caused by the Ottawa 
scandals. Tho revelations made beforo tho 
Parliamentary committees, no doubt, dis- 
gusted many Conservative electors. Yet, 
in spito of all the circumstances that 
worked in favor of the Opposition, 
the Government candidate was elected 
by a. greater majority than a pop- 
ular member received at the general elec- 
tion. This result indicates that tho Lib- 
eral party is not even so popular, now, 
among the Ontario electors, as it was in 
March last, and it also shows that the Con- 
servative Government has retained tho con- 
fidence of the Conservative electors. 

Both these results might have been fore- 
noon. Many electors, who were charmed by 
the glittering generalities of the Liberal 
orators and writers about unrestricted com- 
mercial intercourse with tho United States, 
having had time to read and reflect, see 
how empty the talk, and how delusive the 
promises of the advocates of reciprocity 
really were. Thoy now sec that the 
Liberals were powerloss to carry into effect 
what they advocated, and to fulfil the 
promises they made. They at last know 
that unrestricted reciprocity means discrimi- 
nation against England, and they now see the 
.unlovely features of annexation behind the 
reciprocity mask. 

Conservative electors find that the (lov- 
ernmont is determined to stamp out cor- 
ruption. They see that the guilty men 
Jiavo been punished, and that both poli- 
ticians and civil servants have been taught 
a wholesome lesson. They believe that the 
Government will continue the work it has 
begun so well, and that the boodlera will, 
hereafter, find the atmosphere of Ottawa 
most unwholesome. Besides, tho records of 
the election trials have shown them that the 
Liberals who were loudest in their de- 
nunciation of corruption had no soruplo, 
when they thought it could bo done with 



safety, to resort to corrupt practices on their 
own account. Those records show that 
whatever the Liberals may do, if they were 
returned to power, they would not put 
down bribery and corruption. 

It is, of courso, unsafe to predict, but we 
shall be greatly mistaken and much disap 
pointed if the general result of tho bye clee 
tions docs not bear a close resemblance to 
that of North Lanark. We do not bolie 
that the Government will lose a seat, and 
we feel almost certain that they will gain 
more than ouo or two in Ontario. The 
Liberals aro playing a losing game, and 
there are indications that they see their po- 
sition quite clearly. 

THE RICHELIEU ELECTION. 

Tho result of the election in Richelieu 
shows how little politics and principle have 
to do with elections in tho province of Que- 
bec. It might bo supposed that after the 
revelations of last session of tho Dominion 
Parliament neither Mr. Thomas McGreevy 
nor Mr. Nicholas Connolly would havo tho 
slightest political influence in any constitu- 
ency in tho Dominion. Indeed, it might bu 
concluded that their support and advocacy 
would he fatal to a candidate in other re- 
spects popular. But we see that Mr. Brun- 
eau was elected liaii use ho had working for 
him Mr. Thomas McGreevy, who was ex- 
pelled tho House of Commons, and Mr. 
Nicholas Connolly, a member of the notori- 
ous boodling firm. These men were influ- 
ential because they have a large interest in 
a line of steamers. So our readers sue that, 
according to the information sent us by our 
special correspondent —and lie is well-in- 
formed and reliable — it was a boodle elec- 
tion all round. 

Is it to be supposed that the Liberals will 
repudiate Mr. Bruneau because he was 
elected by such means '.' Not a bit of it. 
They will welcome the boodle representative 
as heartily as if tic were elected by the 
purest constituency in the Dominion and on 
the most patriotic considerations. We 
would not he at all surprised to see Sir 
Richard Car tw right taking Mr. McGreevy 
to his bosom and cherishing him as a 
powerful and highly esteemed friend of the 
Liberal Party. Our readers may be able to 
infer from tho result of this Richelieu con- 
test what will be the outcome of the pro- 
vincial election if some powerful influence 
is not exercised on the side of honest govern- 
ment. 



(,) U Eli EC EX TRA VA GA NCE. 

Mr. Mercier and his friends and followers 
have been playing the very mischief with 
the finances of the province of Quebec. 
They have been spending right and left, 
without much thought as to where the 
money was to come from to meet the liabil- 
ities that were being incurred. The ordinary 
revenue was not nearly sufficient for Mr. 
Mercier's ordinary expenditure, and to meet 
his extraordinary expenditure he strained 
the credit of the province until it could be 
stretched no longer. The Montreal Journal 
of Commerce, which is anon-political paper, 
contains the following statement of the re- 
ceipts and expenditure of the province for 
last year. It says :

It 
is said that Archbishop Fabre, at Ids Now 
Year's reception, spoke to the clergy who 
attended it in strong terms as to the neces- 
sity of turning out the boodlers. If this is 
the case, Mercier's doom is sealed.

Considering the amount of the revenue, 
this is an immense deficit. It appears that 
ever since he had command of the Quebec 
treasury, Mr. Mercier has been going at an 
equally rapid pace. The way in which the 
provincial debt has rolled up under the 
Nationalist regime, which was to be one of 
economy, must be alarming to all thought- 
ful men in the province of Quebec. The 
lion. .1. S. Hall, the new Treasurer, shows 
how Mr. Mercier has added to the liabili- 
ties of the province without increasing its 
assets. This is his statement : — 

" On the Illst January, 1887, the total, 
matured and unmatured, liabilities of the 
province amounted to §22,143,4-17; assets, 
810,843,280; net debt, §1 1,21)0,11)7. On the 
30th June last the: picture was as follows : 
Liabilities, §34,888,207 ; assets, 11,139,553; 
net debt, §23,748,054. In plain linglish, 
Mercier has increased the net debt of the 
provinco of Quebec nearly §13,000,000 in 
less than five years. 

It is no wonder that Mr. Mercier became 
very popular with the boodling class in 
Quebec, and with that larger class which 
will condone any crime which a Government 
that spends money freely may commit. The 
Premier who spends every year, besides tho 
revenue of tho province, an average of 
§2,000,000 must have established himself 
pretty firmly in his scat. It is quite 
evident that a very large proportion of the 
electors of the province do not consider 
Pacaud's boodling u crime, and that thoy think 
none the less of the Ministers who shared the 
swag with their clever agent. The electors 
in many parts of tho province do not feel 
indignant at the men who have wasted and 
misappropriated the people's money. They 
shrug their shoulders when the boodling 
transactions are explained to them, and say 
that De flouchervillo and his followers 
would have acted in the same way if they 
had tho chance. The "Government" is un 
abstraction to many French Canadians, of 
whose nature and functions they have very 
vague ideas indeed. It is considered by fat- 
too many of all clashes in that province that 
the Government is fair game, and if any 
one, no matter who he is, can gut the 
better of it ho docs a very clever thing. 
Among such a peop'e governmental cxtrava- 
ganco is not regarded as a serious offence

Tho Court room iu tho Supremo Court 
building was crowded yesterday with an 
audience engaged in listening to tho ease 
of Nevill v. Lang. Tho plaintiff was sueing 
defendant, who is a ship carpenter, for 
§1,000 damages for injuries inflicted on him 
in tho latter part of September lust by a 
dog, which it was claimed, was owned or 
harbored by Lang. In tho words of the^ 
brief "tho defendant kept a dog of a fierce 
and mulicious nature, und oue accustomed 
to attack mankind." Mr. J. P. Walls ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, while Mr. Gregory, 
of the firm of Belyea & Gregory, defended. 

Tho evidence of Nevill went to show that 
on the 21st of September last, he wus walk- 
ing on Erie street, James Bay, and, when 
passing the residence of defendant, ho was 
set on by a vicious dog, which 
clung to his shoulder for half a 
minute, tore his coat sleeve, and 
inflicted a severe wound on bis arm. Ho 
at once went home and then visited Dr. 
Ernest Hall, who cauterized the wound and 
sent in his bill for personal services, which 
the plaintiff duly attached to tho claim for 
damages, lie stated in tho box that his 
nervous system had received a severe shock 
liy reason of the occurrence, and that ho has 
"since gone in constant fear of dogs, much 
to his own inconvenience." 

Dr. Hall gave medical testimony, which 
left no doubts in the minds of everybody 
present that the wound on plaintiff's arm 
had been caused by a bite of some animal. 
There were two other witnesses for the 
plain till'— Andrew Lang, his nephew, who 
deposed to the vicious character of the dog, 
and William McLaren, who stated that he 
had seen the dog had bitten plaintiff on tho 
occasion in question, 

For the defence it was urged by Mr. 
Lang that the dog spoken of did not belong 
to him, that, though it was often around 
his house, he had never harbored it or given 
it food, that it was a dog of a roving dispo- 
sition ; extremely fond of children, and that, 
in his knowledge, it had never bitten any 
person before. On cross-examination by 
Mr. Walls it was brought out that Lang bail 
had a dog kennel, though owning no dog, 
in his yard for four years, und that the dog 
may have sought his yard to eat tho chicken 
feed scattered about. It wus also ascer- 
tained that, yesterday morning, tho dog 
bad followed defendant and his son into the 
city, the canine, however, being brought in 
with a rope around his neck. The counsel 
for the plaintiff got tangled up considerably 
with the perplexing idea that the dog had the 
rope round the boy's neck, but the matter 
was finally straightened out und explained. 
Sergeant Walker gave evidence to the 
effect that plaintiff had made a voluntary 
statement to him that he didn't want to he 
hard on the defendant, because beFore the 
dog attacked him he bail accidentally trod- 
den on it. 

When the evidence had been completed, 
counsel for both sides summed up, some 
rather amusing mistakes being made. For 
instance, the learned counsel tor the plain- 
tiff stated that it had been distinctly 
proved "that the defendant had owned and 
harbored the vicious child in dispute, that 
tho sumo dog sprang in the face of my 
learned friend:" and later on, "However 
my learned friend got that clotted blood in 
his head, I don't know. 

His Lordship, in giving the caso to the 
jury, said that there wero five questions 
they had to decide. Did tho dog bite the 
plaintiff? Wus the said dog harboured by 
the defendant? Wus the dog accustomed 
to bite people '! Did defendant know the 
nature of the dog ? If all these questions 
could be answered in the affirmative, then 
the question of damages should arise, but if 
any one of them could be answered in tho 
negative then the question of damages 
would not arise. 

The jury after being out half an hour 
came in with a verdict for defendant, stating 
that they found affirmative answers for all 
the first questions, but decided to say "no" 
to the fourth. In the event, however, of 
the case being appealetl they would give an 
estimate ot damages (of course out of the 
question in the present case) of $~>\ 

His Lordship found for the defen dant, 
but adjourned the motion for judgment till 
a later date.

OUR COAL PROSPECTS. 

An Interesting Chat With tho Manager of the 
Now Vancouver Goal Company. 

Mr. Samuel M. Robbins, the manager of 
the New Vancouver Coal Co., arrived in 
Victoria last night from San Francisco, in 
which city he has been for the past three 
months. While business matters were not 
the primary object of his trip, he naturally 
neglected no opportunity of enquiring into 
and discussing points connected with tiro 
trade, wherever possible. "1 find," ho Haid, 
talking to a Colonist reporter, last night, 
"that San Francisco is fast becoming, if I 
may use the expression, a city of Unions. 
Every class of labor is banded together 
there, and all through the town the union 
element and feeling in favor of union prin- 
ciples arc very strong indeed, 

After having made careful enquiries 
from every source possible I have 
found in each instance that all auth- 
orities, not only in San Francisco, but 
everywhere dowrr the coast, have no hesita- 
tion in declaring that Vancouver Island coal 
is far bet ter in quality than any other on 
the Pacific. The three best mines south of 
the boundary are acknowledged to be the 
Franklin, Black Diamond, and Granville, 
and the coal turned out even from these can 
in no respect compare with ours. From 
hundreds of mines on the other side comes 
the most rubbishy poor stuff that one can 
imagine. I have seen them continually 
washing their coal to get the dust, which 
forms the greater portion of the bulk, out 
of it. After thi.i operation, (hero is not a 
lump of any size left in it. The engineers 
of the Southern Pacific system hate tho 
sight of it, but they are compelled to use it 
on account of its cheapness, Sneaking with 
a prominent, official of this road, tho other 
day, he told mo that they had to consider 
economy in fuel above all things. He ns- 
sured me that during the year past tho 
Union Pacific Company had [turned $4,000,- 
000 worth of coal less than hud his com- 
pany in the same time. 

At present there is a good deal of diffi- 



culty in getting our coal on tho Sound, as 
there is a duty of 75 cents per ton. Hut I 
think we will bo able, before long, to work 
somo in with tho aid of a barge system of 
transportation. I tell you, that if that duty 
of 75 cents on tho ton was taken oil', we 
could close up every coal mine on Puget 
Sound in the next two years. 

We have bad enough of getting time 
charters on steamers and vessels, so in 
March next you will see a fine collier, the 
forerunner of u. fleet, come out here from 
Liverpool, to engage in our San Francisco 
trade. We are, at present, building very 
extensive coal bunkers and a bridge, on a 
new and very solid wharf, lately constructed 
by the Harbor Commissioners there. We 
will, of course, continue to run sailing ves- 
sels, for, if we had nothing but steamers 
engaged in the trade, wo could gain nothing. 
There are only four places in San Francisco 
where they have facilities for discharging 
1,000 tons of coal a day, ami the time 
steamers would have to wait would eat up 
all their profits. 

Nobody, of course, can tell the turn 
things will take, but it seems clear that our 
Island coal can always command its own 
market in the south, among tho many other 
varieties, all of very inferior quality.
